brochure had to be accurate. At the 
same time Fox’s co-author in fish- 
ing yarns, Bert Newton, has as- 
sumed the role of validating Fox's 
fishing credentials. 

A minor episode developed in 
preparing the brochure about 
Grafton Notch. The layout called 
for an aerial photograph of Speck 
Pond. M. S. A. D. #44 Superinten- 
dent Kenneth Smith donated his 
plane and his time to fly over 
the “notch” so that photos could 
be taken. However, between 
shooting and printing a series of 
“Murphy's law’ incidents took 
over: negatives were misplaced, 
film fogged, the plane ‘was 
grounded for engine repairs.

This day started of glower and 
intermittent rain. It looks now as 
jf it would be a drizzly night with 
a storm hovering off the eastern 
coast somewhere.
